SUMMER BAND CAMP 


By Sam Gagliano

A progressive movement in the de- 
velopment of music education in Amer- 
ica has been the study of music in the 
open—a product of the twentieth cen- 
tury. An offspring of this movement, 
the Summer Band Camp, is synonymous 
with the Summer Band School. Sum- 
ber Band School sounds like hard work 
(rightly so, after nine months of reg- 
ular, full-time school band). But Sum- 
mer Band Camp, with emphasis on the 
word “camp,” is relaxing, soothing, and 
refreshing. 

Bishop John H. Vincent inaugurated 
the first summer music camp at Cha- 
tauqua Lake, New York, 1874. With 
the amazing expansion of music edu- 
cation in the public Frank 
Beach started band and orchestra con- 
tests at Emporia, Kansas, 1914.

for summer music training in open- 
air surroundings. Music leaders took 
the teenagers’ demand into considera- 
tion.

During a summer tour of western 
Europe and Scandinavia, Mrs. Norma 
Jordan, Chairman of the Albuquerque 
National Guild of Piano . Teachers, 
played the famous Buxtehude Organ 
in St. Marie Klosterkerke, Helsingor, 
Isle of Zealand. Buxtehude gave the 
world moving religious scores which 
prefoundly influenced the young Johann 
Sebastian Bach, who walked the dis- 
tance to Lubeck in Northern Germany 
to hear the “Great Dane.” 

In Copenhagen, Mrs. Jordan met 
Neils Friis (foremost Buxtehude au- 
thority, and historical editor of the 
nation’s largest daily newspaper), who 
gave her one of the rare copies of 
his own biography of Buxtehude. 

Visiting Frederikshorg’s Castle in 
Hillerod, Mrs. Jordan saw the great 
organ equipped with one hundred and 
one silver pipes, Played only on festi- 
val days or special occasions, this 
organ has enormous leather bellows 
which are still manipulated by hand. 
In one instance by Mrs. Jordan’s hands, 
since she states that she was lucky 
enough to be there during a special 
recital. 

Unfortunately, we have room to give 
only a few highlights of her descrip- 
tion of the countryside, like “a dark 
green sea in tumult, the church spires 
in the distance imaginatively turning 
into distant light houses marking the 
shoals.” Milky-white farm houses domi- 
nate the rural skyline, while cherry- 
red cattle roam the hillsides. Hel- 
singor, she reports, is today much as 
it was in the Middle Ages when it 
sent merchant vessels to Hamburg, 
Brussels, and London.

Sister M. Amabilis 


Funeral Mass was celebrated in the 
Conventual Church at Our Lady of the 
Lake, San Antonio, May 11, 1954, fo 
Sister M. Amabilis (Elizabeth Hanley, 
daughter of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
James William Hanley), who passed 
away May 9. 

Sister Amabilis, born in Converse, 
Texas, became a member of the Sisters 
of Divine Providence in 1915 and taught 
at our Lady of the Lake College. Dur- 
ing her tenure as Head of the Depart- 
ment of Music (for thirty-six years), 
the Department received highest rec- 
ognition from both State and National 


Music Associations. Recently, Sister 
Amabilis, who had served as hostess 
to the first convention of the Texas 


Association of Music Schools, Novem- 
ber, 1939, at our Lady of the Lake 
College, was honored by the Associa- 
tion at their Fifteenth Annual Con- 
vention. 

Survivors are: a sister, Mrs. W. O.
